zation of the Ancient Order of Loya 
Americans, and elected national of­ 
ficers. 
Each state will constitute a 
division and each county a brigade. 
Local societies will be known as com­ 
panies. 
John I. Wiley, of this city, 
has been appointed division command­ 
er for Wisconsin, and Janesville will 
be the headquarters in this state. 
Commanders have been appointed in 
forty-two states and active work of 
local organization will begin on Mon­ 
day, January 22. 
The promoters con­ 
fidently predict th a t the order will 
have greater numerical strength than 
any sim ilar organization. 
Its mem­

ional men, farm ers, mechanics and 
laborers. 
The order is political and

4. The absolute 
aon-interference of any foreign power; 
in American industries or American 
finance. 
5. Governmental ownership 
or control of all natural monopolies. 
6. The reclaiming of all unearned land 
grants, the same to be held as home­ 
steads for actual settlers. 
7. Govern­ 
ment issue of all money in sufficient 
volume to transact the business of the 
country on a cash basis. 
8. The ref­ 
erendum of all legislation of vital im 
portance. 9. The exclusion of all Eu­ 
ropean crim inal and pauper labor- 
10. The m aking of bribery a capital 
crime to be dealt with as treason 
against the national government. 
This declaration of 
principles is 
subject to change by a vote of the or­ 
der when the organization is more ad 
vanced. 
T hat the order will exert a 
powerful influence in the interest of 
the masses and in preventing the en­ 
actm ent of laws th at encroach upon 
the rights of the people is the convic­ 
tion of the promoters.

ALL IN. 


Announcement W as 
a Surprise—W it­ 
nesses Swore to Ashton Paying 
Money to ex-Marshal Spangler- 
Detective Burt Recalled for Cross 
Examination—An Adjournment Until 
To-Morrow Morning. 


M atthew R. Ashton's suspense over 
his future will last only as much longer 
as his attorneys see fit, for the length 
of the case now lies with them. 
“ The state rests” was the simple 
rem ark th a t D istrict Attorney Wheeler 
made a little before noon, thus closing 
all the testimony of the prosecution. 
This was a surprise to nearly every­ 
body in the court room but it was not 
the only surprise. 
Today’s testimony 
was rife w ith interest. 
E. F. Carpenter testified to reading 
th e will of Daniel Stone in Mr. Car­ 
penter's office. 
This will was made 
in 1892 and was later burned and re­ 
placed by a new one. 
Mr. Carpenter 
gave the wording of the w ill in full. 
It provided first th a t Mrs. Stoue should 
receive an undivided one-third interest 
in all real estate during her life and 
$2,000. Mr. Stone's sister, Jane Stone, 
was given $3,000, and 
Matthew R. 
Ashton was given all the real estate 
subject to the one-third interest given 
to Mrs. Stone, and personal property. 
It 'u ther provided th at M. R. Ashton 
should be adm inistrator, and th a t he 
he be not required to file bonds. 
The 
will was read a few days before Mr. 
Stone w ent to Iowa; in April after he 
was assaulted. 
The will had never 
been read in the presence of Ashton 
before. 
Cross exam ination by Mr. W inans 
led Mr. Car te n te r to state th a t Stone 
and Ashton came to his office together 
and it was a t Stone’s request th at the 
w ill was read. 
Ashton made no re­ 
m arks concerning the will. 
Mr. Car­ 
penter said he had never read the will 
to Mrs. Stone. 
M oney P a id to Spangler. 
George Campell, of Dunkirk, Dane 
county, was sworn and said th a t he 
had received money mailed him by 
M atthew Ashton, about $300 or $350, 
in June, 93. 
Two hundred and fifty 
dollars he had paid to Mr. Spangler, 
the ex-m arshal of 
Edgerton; 
the 
money being sent the w itness for th at 
purpose. 
Before th a t Ashton had 
given the witness $170 or $180; this 
being in October, '93; to give to Mr. 
Spangler, the w itness 
paying Mr. 
Spangler $100 of it. 
He thought the 
paym ent was made in the last week of 
October. 
When the witness w ent to Ashton 
he told Mr. Ashton th a t he came at 
th e solicitation of C. L. Brown and 
th a t Spangler needed money, which 
was due him for his investigation as 
to who assaulted Mr. Stone. 
Mr. 
Stone had promised to pay Spangler 
for his services in th a t direction and 
for his expenses. 
Mr. Ashton feared 
th a t it woald appear against him to 
send the money but the waitress final 
ly prevailed upon him to do so. 
J. S. Pope was sworn by the the 
state this morning to testify in rela­ 
tion to a m ortgage th at he supposed 
belonged to Stone but th at Ashton 
claimed. 
The 
court 
ruled 
the 
testim ony out as incompetent. 
C. L. Brown, of Edgerton, testified 
to knowing Spangler and Ashton and 
said th a t he was present a t Mr. Sp&ngr- 
ler's offic2 on the day when a proposi­ 
tion was made by Ashton to Spangler 
regarding the dropping of th case. 
A sh ton Said S ton e Sent H im . 
Mr. Ashton m et the witness and 
Spangler near the le tte r’s office and 
the three entered. 
“ Uncle Dan sent me up to see if you 
couldn't settle the case up w ith the 
district attorney,” Ashton said. 
“ Un­ 
cle thought a few thousand dollars 
would induce the district attorney to 
drop the case.” 
Spangler said he couldn’t do it. 
The witness had a conversation with 
Ashton three Of four weeks ago in re 
lation to a letter the w itless received 
from Mr. Spangler in ffeldtion to pay 
for work on the assault case. 
“ Do you think if I paid Spangler 
the money ($80) he would not come 
here to testify unless we wanted him?” 
was the substance of Ashton's re­ 
m ark. 
Brown said th a t he thought Spang- 
would keep his word. 


Supposed A sh ton W ou ldn ’t T estify . 
The next day Ashton said he had 


$ 5 0 th a t just came from Cfiuada th at 
he could pay aud th a t he would fix 
the balance in a day or tw o which he 
did. 
Ashton said th a t Spangler had se­ 
cured $450. 
The witness got the in­ 
ference th a t 
Spangler was not to 
come to testify a t the trial and th at 
the “ money was w hat done it.” 
The th irty dollars to complete the 
eighty dollars th a t Spangler claimed, 
was paid by Mrs. Ashton, who said 
th a t her husband sent her w ith it. 
The witness said he told her w hat it 
was for. 
“ Yes.’’ she replied, “ do you think 
Spangler knows any thing th a t would 
h u rt Mr. Ashton?” 
Brown had kept the money and was 


aad sick and would rather have the 
case settled” 
and th a t Mr. Stone 
w anted Mr. Ashton to see Mr. SpaD g- 
ler and get him togo to Janesville and 
see the district attorney and see if it 
couldn’t be settled. 


C ontradiction W as H in ted A t. 
“ Didn’t you tell me,” asked Mr. 
Winans, “ th at there was no propo­ 
sition as to money made?” 
“ I did not.” 
Ashton left after Brown and Spang­ 
ler had told him th at it could not be 
settled- 
Brown could not swear positively 
th a t Ashton did not ask if he paid the 
money if “ Spangler would come and 
testify if we wanted him . ” 
John W. Hogan was then sworn aud 
said th at as sheriff he visited the 
Stone farm last summer. 
The w ater 
was forty-tw o inches deep and the 
surface was six feet four inches from 
the floor above. 


A shton W ou ldn ’t D ivide^T he F arm . 
August Schenese testified through 
H. W. Frick as interpreter th a t Ash­ 
ton in telling of a talk w ith Bieder- 
man claimed th a t the estate would 
Bever be divided and th a t Biederman 
would get none of it. Ashton expected 
to get it all some day. 
A t this point the state rested their 
ease but before the motion was form­ 
ally made Detective B urt was recalled 
by the defense for further cross ex­ 
amination. 
He stated th at it was 8 or 


0 o’clock in the 
morning th a t he 
“ called Mrs. Stone down” as his inter­ 
view w ith her relative to the assault 
was styled. 
He would not say th a t 
he had not told Bradley th a t he had 
called Mrs. Stone down. 
Burt did not remember telling Brad­ 
ley th a t he had told Mrs. Stone th at 
she was liable to arrest; and th a t she 
said she supposed so.

C. E. Reese never got the letter he 
expected from his wife

ceived a dispatch that his wife's b^dy 
had been found in her home in Fond 
du Lac, the indications being th at she 
had been dead two days. 
Mr. Reese is traveling salesman for 
B. T. B abbitt & Co., soap m anufact­ 
urers aud is away from home much of 
the time. 
Last week his wife acci­ 
d e n t l y burned her headwhile leaning 
over a lamp, and the injury, although 
not serious, called forth the attention 
of her next door neighbors, Mr. and 
Mrs. Thomas Gibson. 
Mr. Gibson had 
not seen the woman since Sunday 
morning, and began to feel uneasy. 
The shades in the front of the bouse 
were closely drawn as though she had 
gone away from home, but Mr. Gibson 
knew this could not be the case. Yes­ 
terday morning he resolved to mak 
an investigation. 
The doors were si! 
locked. 
Mr. Gibson looked into the 
house through a side window, and be­ 
held a startling sight.

The 
disfigured 
remains of Mrs. 
Reese were lying in the bed just as 
though she woman had died while 
asleep. 
The disfigurement was nat­ 
ural under the circumstances.

Gibson immediately telephoned the de­ 
tails of the m atter to Chief of Police 
McGrath, who notified Judge Watson 
aud Dr. Mayhew, and the three pro­ 
ceeded to the house. 
The front door 
was forced open.

T hey S o m etim es

Taking the oyster beds in the order 
in which I have placed them, we 
shall first examine those of South 
Carolina. 
The entire coast margin 
of the state is well divided into natu­ 
ral beds; but, says Mr. Dean, “ they 
are strangely unlike the natural beds 
occurring further northward.” 
In 
this region the oyster is found on 
the margin of the shore in positive 
reefs, part of which are at low tide 
exposed—so that the oysters 
live 
almost “as much in the air as in the 
w ater.” 
These ledges are found in 
curious clusters—those oysters which 
are on top being called “raccoons,” 
because of their peculiar 
shape. 
These oysters can barely be said to 
live, and are in their present condi­ 
tion utterly unfit for the table, says 
the Popular Scieijce Monthly. 
Professor Ryder say3 that 
the 
cause of this peculiar clustering is 
that, because of tho muddy and un­ 
healthy condition of the bottom iii 
deeper water, the oysters of South 
Carolina cling to the shore line aud 
there build upon one another, until 
sometimes ledges are formed over 
ten feet high.

the people of this country in this one 
state alone. 
That the “ planting” of 
“ raccoon” seed in deeper waters for 
cultivation would be 
profitless is 
shown by the natural growth of the 
oysters themselves in the m arginal 
waters. 
They would soon become 
asphyxiated in the soft, silting mud 
bottom which occurs along the en­ 
tire coast of this state.
